ELECTION OF MEMBERS OF THE COURT BY THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL AND THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


Resolution 208(1965) 
of 10 August 1965 

The Security Council , 

Noting with regret the death of judge Abdel Hamid 
Badawi on 4 August 1965, 

Noting further that a vacancy in the International 
Court of Justice for the remainder of the deceased’s 
term of office has thus occurred and must be filled in 
accordance with the terms of the Statute of the Court, 

Noting that, in accordance with Article 14 of the 
Statute, the date of the election to fill this vacancy 
shall be fixed by the Security Council, 

Decides that an election to fill the vacancy shall take 
place during the twentieth session of the General 
Assembly, 

Adopted at the 1236th 
meeting. 44 


Decisions 

At its 1236th meeting, on 10 August 1965, the Council 
decided to invite the representative of the United Arab 
Republic, who had asked to speak in connexion with 
the condolences expressed on the death of Mr. Abdel 
Hamid Badawi, to take a seat at the Council table.
